Claims 31,34-37,40,42,43,54,108-112,115-126 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Stefandl in view of Beyts and 
further in view of the admitted state of the prior art at paragraph [002] of 
Applicants' specification or Frank (US 5,806,550) for reasons of record. 

Applicant urges that the references do not prove that the composition 
of the reference is capable of being dispensed from a mechanical 
dispensing device. This has been considered in light of the prior art 
rejection. It is the examiners' position that there is no suggestion that the 
process of the prior art of Stefandl in view of Beyts would not be 
dispensable from a mechanical dispensing device. 

Claims 13, 14, 20, 23, 28, 31 ,37, 54-90 and 106-128 are rejected 
under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Marulich in view of 
Beyts for reasons of record. 

Applicant urges that the references do not prove that the composition 
of the reference is capable of being dispensed from a mechanical 
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dispensing device. This has been considered in light of the prior art 
rejection. It is the examiners' position that there is no suggestion that the 
process of the prior art of Marulich in view of Beyts would not be 
dispensable from a mechanical dispensing device.
